The Black Sea. 

As the Black Sea is again about to 
become the scene of stirring events it 
is well that a clear understanding 
should be had of the nature of that 
remarkable body of water. It is about 
700 miles long in its longest direction, 
and has an extreme width of 380 miles, 
being three-fourths longer. than Lake 
Superior and more than twice as wide. 
Its depth is from four to forty-eight 
fathoms near shore, but.in the middle 
no soundings have been found at 160 
fathoms. The greatest depth of Lake 
Superior is 200 fathoms. 

The Black Sea is not like our lakes, 


it contains one-seventh less salt. than 
ocean water, and is held to receive one- 
third of all the running water of 
Europe. The puzzle is what becomes 
of all this’ fresh water, and how the 


| Black Sea retains its selenity. The 
sea is tideless. ‘There is no perceptible 


current toward the Mediterranean. 
It has the same level as the Sea of 
Marmora. The outlet by the Bospho- 
rus, even were there a strong current, 
would be insufficient to discharge the 
immense bodies of water constantly 
pouring into the inland sea, and it 
seems creditable that the evaporation 


of the captain, fearfully mangled, un- | is sufticient to account for the surplus 


water. Like our own lakes it is sub- 
ject to frequent storms, but naviga- 
tion is not exceptionally unsafe, and 
an extensive. steam navigation is car- 
There are several islands 
near the mouth of the Danube, but 
the sea is singularly free from rocks or 
shoals. | 

The Sea of Azov, which is connect- 
ed with the Black Sea by the narrow 
strait of Yenikale, is much smaller, 
being only about 168 miles long and 
80 broad. Its waters are fresh and 
abound with fish, but are veryshallow, 


marshes, which have aptly been named 
the Putrid Sea. It is of comparatively 
little importance for purposes ‘of navi- 
gation, though it has several ports and 
roadsteads. 

All the shores washed by the Black 
Sea have within the last decade made 
rapid strides in the path of material 
and industrial development. The en- 
tire Russian coast is annually growing 
in population, wealth and importance. 
Odessa chiefly exports wheat, tallow, 
hides, wool and feathers, and takes in 
return the products of all parts of 
manufacturing Europe. The southern 
coast, comprising the northern line of 
Asia Minor, has also been quickened 
into activity which bids fair -to bring 
it up to its ancient prosperity. Sam- 
soon and Trebizond are the principal 
ports, and are the gates through which 
the trade of Persia, Armenia and Cen- 
tral Asia can flow to Europe. The 
local products are not very important, 
chiefly consisting of wool, hides and 
breadstufts.

From the New York Herald we 
learn the particulars of the sad sui- 
cide of J. G. Barton, Prof. of English 
Language and Literature in City Col- 
lege, N. ¥. Since °48 Barton has held 
this chair and was well thought of by 
all the students and associate Profes- 
sors. For several months Barton 
had suffered from nervous prostration, | 
aud felt oft times as he expressed it, 
that “he knew not if his own head 
were on his shoulders.” Prof. Barton 
had been absent from the college 
about four. weeks and was suffering 
much from mental depression. Pur- 
chasing some sulphuric acid he took 
the terrible agent .only to linger 
through several hours of intense ago- 
ny,“but an angel hand was extended 
and his spirit took its flight. 

Barton was an LL.D., 65 years of 
age, a married man with a wife, one 
daughter and two sons, and was once 
an Episcopal clergyman. In personal 
appearance he was tall, stately and of 
commanding appearance.

Ac- 
cording to Chinese ideas the profane 
expletives referred to belong exclu- 
sively to the white man’s language, 
and they are the first unadultered 
English words the ‘Chinese learn to 
utter. If the men had used the Yan- 
kee swearing language and said ‘‘Gaul 
darn the pesky luck!” the Chinaman 
might have thought the marauders be-

—perhaps Sioux or Apaches—and 
white men would not — have been 
charged with the outrage. There is a 
moral in this instance which white 
ruffians ‘who assail Chinamen will do 
well to consider.

Pike’s Strike. 


The Placer Herald of May 12th has 
the followmg account of the way a 
fortune was made in three days: 

The richest strike made 
county for many years, and as rich 
perhaps as was ever made, we here 
have the pleasure of recording. A. 
O. Bell, commonly called Pike Bell, 
who with his family has resided for 
many years on Bald Hill, a few miles 
north of Auburn, as many know is a 
dauntless prospector. Though occa- 
sionally making a strike of some con- 
siderable importance in the past, he 
has Nr like most modern pros- 
pectors, to keep poor. Last winter in 
particular he was in very straightened 
circumstances. Having no money and’ 
the merchants refusing to credit him, 
he offered his.only horse, worth about 
$50, for $10, that he might buy bread 
for his children, and failing in his 
efforts to sacrifice his horse, he pawned 
the ring off his wife’s finger to. obtain 
the necessaries of life. Under such 
circumstances many would have given 
up prospecting and gone at something 
that promised more certain results, 
Not so, however, with Pike. Day by 
day he continued his searches for the 
glittering treasure, and whether the 
passing day had revealed a color or 
not his spirits were always jubilant, 
apparently kept up by the hope, that 
seemed never to desert him, of doing 
better on the morrow. At last the 
lucky day came. It was about three 
weeks ago when hunting around over 
the hills he struck his pick into a lit- 
tle mound which resembled somewhat 
in appearance an ant hill, and to his 
delight he unearthed some , pieces of 
dlecomposed quartz, attached to which 
were some colors of gold. Encour- 
aged at this prospect he began to sink 
on his new lead and was rewarded by 
finding more or less gold at every 
stage of descent. Last Saturday he 
had reached a depth of about thirty 
feet and had taken out in sinking 


that far, rock estimated to be worth. 


about $1,500.\/ The rock, extremely 


miners decomposed, he had with little 
effort pounded out in a mortar enough 
to pay expenses as he progressed. 
The result thus far had been very 


good and as the rock had got richer as 


he got deeper he was of course entire- 
ly pleased at the prospect. Those he 
had talked to about his mine consid- 
ered he had a good thing, but none 
ever dreamed of the| great wealth that 
was in store for him. He had hired 
men to assist him in working the mine 
and on last Monday morning they 
went to work as usual. The gouge, 
as we would call it, as it is too rotten 
to be properly called a ledge, was 
discovered by noon to have become 
suddenly richer. In the afternoon 
chunks of almost pure gold were taken 
out, and the decomposed stuff that 
filled the interstices between the rocks 

‘as so rich in gold that Pike began to 
wash it out witha pan. From three 
pans full washed Menday afternoon, 
he obtained gold estimated to be worth 
between $4,000 and $5,000. That 
evening he came into town and, giv- 
ing us a hint of what he had got, in- 
vited us to go and seeit. On Tues- 
day afternoon, in company with Sher- 


iff McCormick, we visited the mine. 


We found Bell with a pan of gold in 
his hands worth from one thousand to 
fifteen hundred dollars, which he as- 
sured us all came from one pan of 
dirt; ‘‘but,” said he, ‘if you don't 
believe it I will wash another pan and 
show you.’ Wetold him to wash. 
The pan was sent down in the shaft 
and soon returned filled with a mass 
of muddy, rocky stuff that sparkled 
all over with pieces of gold. This 
was washed out and was found to con- 
tain fully. as much of the precious 
metal if not more than the one he 
had just finished panning when we 
arrived. It was really the greatest 
sight we ever saw, and McCormick, 
who mined in California in its palm- 
iest days, says it knocked the spots off 
anything he ever saw except on one 
particular occasion. Bell having con- 
vineced us of the richness of his mine, 
took us to his house to show us the 
proceeds of the previous day's pan- 
ning that we might be convinced of all 
that he had told us. The sight was 
one more easily imagined than real- 
ized. As we looked upon the pans of 
yold before us we thought of Aladdin 


and his: magic mares? wondered 


whether the story not been sug- 


gested by some such reality before us. 


On Wednesday evening Mr. Bell (it is 
‘“Mr.” now. since he has lots of gold, 
it was Pike before) was in town again 
and he infermed us that what we saw 
was nothing; that he had taken out
